IF £1 WILL HELP ALBERTA THE 


The people of this city and district 
seem to have got through two week-ends 
in succession with nobody killed or seri- 
ously injured in a street smash or a road 
wreck, There is a pretty strong indica- 
tion in this that the series of horrors 
which marked the week-ends during the 
summer were not all due to the act of 
God or the condition of the highways. And 
a hopeful suggestion that this series of 
“accidents” has done something to instill 
caution into the speed fiends. 


BIG CAPITAL OUTLAY 

Calgary taxpayers are to vote on a 
bylaw to spend something more than $3,- 
500,000 in securing a new water supply 
for the city. Edmonton is fortunate in 
having an ample supply flowing past the 
power plant, with no further heavy out- 
lay in sight on that account, except per- 
haps for moving the intake farther up- 
stream as the city extends westward. Ed- 
monton will thus be able to spend the 
more freely, without imperilling its credit 
or piling up an unduly large debt, in the 
improvement of its streets and other nec- 
cessery undertakings. Calgary evidently 
considers this a favorable time to under- 
teke this heavy expenditure for a water 
supply.

In Canada acquired a new embassy 
Monday, when Hon. I, M, Tokugawa 
presented his credentiala from the 
Emperor of Japan to the Governor 
General Viscount Willingdon, at 
Rideau Hall, Last night Mr, Toku- 
fawa, and his staff were guests of | 
honor at a banquet given by Premier | 
Mackenzie King at the Country club. 
There the new Japanese diplomats | 
were welcomed to the social life of 
Canada, Earlier in the day, they had 
been introduced at government house | 
and assured by the governor general 
of the co-operation of the Dominion 
government in the work of the min- 
istry, | 
Responding to the toast proposed by | 
Premier King, Mr. ‘Tokugawa sald: 
“The happy relations botween Canada | 
and Japan are based upon the foun-| 
dations of traditional friendship and 
good will between the British nations 
and ourselves, Japan js proud to 
have been associated with the British | 
empire in (many efforts directed to 
the noble cause of perpetuating 
peace,” 

Canada and Japan, he said, had 
much in common, “In the great Pa- 
cific ocean, our destinies lie together. 
Canada and Japan are marching 
hand in hand toward the great cause 
of permanent peace in this region.” 

Japan is the third country to ap- 
point a diplomatic representative in 
Canada, The first was the United 
States and the second France,

During the last summer 96,000 acres 
of arable land, or in other words suf- 
ficient for 600 homesteads, was sur- 
veyed in that part of the Peace River 
territory lying between Rolla and 
Spirit River, according to K, F, Mu- 
Clusker, Dominion government engt- 
neer who has completed the work and 
is now on his way back to Ottawa 


It is expected this land will be 
thrown open for homesteading next 
spring. 


Estimates by those who have been 
through the territory surveyed are to 
the effect that 160 squatters are al- 
ready in the surveyed territory and 
many more are golng In. They will 
have the first chance to file 

The land ts said to be fertile all the 
way through from Rolla to Spirit 
River and Mr, McClusker expects that 
in time it will be solidly settled 

While a goodly portion of this vast 
area is covered with brush this con- 
dition is not consistent, being heavy in 
some places and very light in others 
The use of the modern tractor, how- 
ever, has made the problem of clear- 
ing brush more simple and after the 
fillng of homesteads there should not 
be a great deal of trouble clearing 

Mr, McQlusker was enthusnastic 
over the northern crops. He ts no new- 
comer either to the west or the north 
country, He worked with the noted en- 
gineer J. B, 8t. Cyr when the latter 
sub-divided the Spirit River district in 
1909, 

He ts cf the opinion that several 
years will be required to complete the 
work of sub-dividing te area surveyed 
but he hopes to return in the spring 
and take up the threads where he laid 
them down 

With a survey party going into whe 
hitherto unsettled area south of the 
Wapiti to open up another large tract 
of arable land, expectations are that 
next year will see an even larger in- 
flux of settlers than the last few have 
seen.
